A Brief History 

Gallup, the “*Carbon City.”* as it called itself in 1922, was the least likely 
place in America for the start of an exposition such as the Ceremonial and stories 
conflict as to just how it happened 

Sometime during 1922 however, B.1.A. Superintendent S.F. Staker was 
running field days for the Navajo of the Crownpoint area. Mike Kirk, a colorful 
Indian trader with a flair for promotion, was busy scheduling Indian dances for 
some of the S.W. bigger cities, and Homer Powers, County Agent, had or 
ganized a county Fair in 1921 where local Indians had appeared 

It was the meeting of such men as these that heralded the birth of the Inter 
Tribal Indian Ceremonial Association. These men formed an organization 
not for profit, and scheduled the first event in late September of 1922. This 
first Ceremonial was held on the empty grounds donated by the Santa Fe Rail 
way to the County as a memorial for World War | dead 

There was no seating and night lights were provided by the carbide lamps of 
the vintage cars that ringed the arena. The next year, a small grandstand was 
erected from which the handful of spectators could view such events as the pop 
ular distance races, and colorful dances 

Today, the Ceremonial Association continues to hold to the principles set 
down by it’s founders, to foster and present the best of Indian culture, and to 
perpetuate quality handmade Indian arts and crafts. In upholding Indian Culture 
and Crafts, it is the continued support of the many Indian people attending Cere 
monial that has contributed to it’s 52 years of success. Similarly as in the past 
today’s Ceremonial consists of four evenings of dances, three afternoons of an 
all-Indian rodeo and games, an 
all Indian parade, and the ex 
citement of a large exhibit 
hall filled with millions of 
dollars worth of Indian 
arts and crafts. No

What is the Red Rocks State Park? The Red Rocks State 
Park is a multi-purpose recreational facility, that serves 
the people of New Mexico, as well as the visitors to the 
Southwest. 


The site for the Park was selected for the beauty of the 
surrounding red rock cliffs, and it’s convenience to 1-40, 
situated just 6 miles from downtown Gallup. 


The Red Rock State Park consists of the following 
buildings: The Arena, a large multipurpose arena that 
utilizes the natural terrain and man made earth mounds 
that provides seating for 8,800 spectators. The arena 
provides adequate space and support facilities to house 
such major open air events as the Inter-Tribal Indian 
Ceremonial, and other rodeos with horse and livestock 
attractions. The arena area also features a convenient 
concession area, and a large performers lounge. The 
lounge provides the performers with a secure dressing 
area, ready access to performance arena, and a place 
where performers can keep out of the weather. The 
performers court also furnishes the participants a secluded 
area in which they can practice their dances while waiting 
to perform. The Campground has two major camping 
areas, one for general camping, and a second for 
participants taking part in scheduled events. The general 





campground contains approximately 100 spaces with 
emphasis on trailer and truck-camper facilities with a 
limited number of tent sites in the upper canyon area. This 
campground is a first rate facility with electric hook ups, 
dump stations, and restroom facilities. The participants 
campground, on the other hand, provides a number of 
sites with related service facilities. The camping area has 
been purposely located in an area of the park that will 
insure privacy for the participants. During periods when 
there are no major events being held at the park this area 
will be used as an overflow for general camping. The 
Trading Post, The existing ‘‘Outlaw Trading Post’’ will 
remain in business and continue to serve the local 
residents, as well as the many campers that visit the park 
yearly. The old store will also provide the visitors with a 


convenient place for the posting of mail.
